Some 
complaints are being made by 
people who think they have to 
give up cans of food in excess 
of five in number per person. 
This is wrong; they merely have 
to state the number of cans of 
food on hand in excess of five 
per person; they give up stamps 
for all cans over five—but keep 
the cans. 


" "Ample Food Supply 


"No shopper is to be incon- 


venienced during the 'freeze' 
period (from February 21 to 
March 1). Allowance of 5 cans 
per person for which no stamps 
will he deducted, plus supplies 
of fresh fruits and vegetables, 
should provide ample food dur- 
ing the week. 


"In addition to the official 


table of point values which must 
be displayed, every store must 
also display point values in one 
of the following ways: on the 
shelf, counter, bin or rack where 
the item Is displayed, or on the 
counter itself," Mr. McPherson 
said.

:_iidnight February 20 to midnight 
February 28), when retailers will 
make no sales to consumers of pro- 
cessed foods to be rationed, it is 
permissable for retailers to make 
sales of such processed foods to 
institutional 
users.

users will register during the period 
from March 1st to March 10. 


Inventory of canned goods must 


be taken and reported as of Feb- 
ruary 21. This applies to con- 
sumers. 
Consumers are urged to 


use the declaration form, which ac- 
companies this article, and it is sug- 
gested that it be clipped, filled out 
and taken to the registration sites 
next week. It will bt accepted hy I 
the registrars, and will eliminate' 
unnecessary delay in the issuance of 
War Ration Book number 2. Signa- 
tures on declarations of those under 
18 cannot be accepted.

PLAN SOCIAL 
SECURITY FOR 
ARMED FORCES 


By CHARLES MOLONY 


Washington, Feb. 16 (AP)—Exten- 


sion of social security coverage to 
members of the armed forces as well 
as to millions of others now out- 
side the program will be recom- 
mended by the social security board. 


Informed sources reported Monday 


that adoption of this recommenda- 
tion, along v.'ith other board sug- 
gestions for expansion of the pro- 
gram 
to 
provide hospitalization 


costs and cash benefits to disabled 
workers, might obviate any need for 
special 
veterans' 
legislation like 


that which followed the last war. 


These sources, who cannot be 


quoted, added that it would be a 
stride toward providing a social se- 
curity structure which would insure 
all Americans against want result- 
ing from the usual hazards of life 
regardless of occupation. 


Several Bills 


A number of bills proposing ex- 


tension of social security coverage 
-o members of the fighting services 
are pending in Congress, and the 
security board's recommendations 
probably will be made in its annual 
report, expected soon. 


There has b^cen^Uttle^ pressure for 


speedy "acfopfiolT'bf such legislation, 
io\vever, because men now in the 
services and their dependents are 
protected in many ways by laws 
enacted for the veterans of other 
wars. 


These laws, among other things, 


provide for payments to dependents 
in case of death, and to the fighting 
men themselves for disability in- 
curred in the line of duty. 


Security Status 


But it should be noted that the 


benefite -given- -veterans -ef- the last 
war for disability incurred in ways 
not connected with riiilitary service 
have riot", so far at least, been ex- 
tended to cover those of the present 
war. 


At present, tiie social security 


status -of members 'of the armed 
forces is:- 


1. For those whose former occu- 


pations were outside the program, 
such as farmers and lawyers, noth- 
ing at all. 


2. For those who worked in "cov- 


ered" employment, no different from 
that of -civilians who were thrown 
out of work.

of one year's Federal income taxes 
might be cancelled gained weight to- 
day as the House Ways and Means 
committee 
approached showdown 


votes on a myriad of proposals for a 
pay-as-you-go system. 


Speculation on the amount of can- 


cellation was intensified by a report 
that Chairman Doughton (D.-N. C.) 
had suggested half of 1943 taxes 
might be abated to help put the 44,- 
000,000 taxpayers on a current pay- 
ment bas}s. 


Such cancellation, in the eyes of 


the Treasury, would erase approxi- 
mately $6,500,000,000 of government 
"assets." 


The proposition was reported to 


have gained some favor among the 
25 committeemen, the majority of 
whom previously had indicated they 
would turn thumbs down on a pro- 
posal by Beardsley RumI, chairman 
of-the Federal Reserve bank of Nsw 
York, to cancel 1942 taxes completely. 


Must Pay March 15 


Under the Doughton suggestion or 


any other pay-as-you-go tax plan 
that might be adopted the taxpayers 
still are required to file their 1942 
returns and pay an installment of at 
least one fourth by March 15. 


The chairman declined to" tell 


newsmen what he had told the com- 
mittee, now meeting behind closed 
doors after completing public hear- 
ings, but said "everything is just in 
the discussion stage." 


As reported by committee sources, 


the plan he discussed would cut in 
half the tax oill against each indi- 
vidual's 1943 incom*. but 1942 obli- 
gations still would have to be paid 
in full during 1943.

training as pilots, instructors, 
glider pilots or some such serv- 
ice ... we are part of the Army 
force, but we receive no pay. 


"We pursue an eight to ten 


months course, the same as any 
other Air corps cadet and we 
don't get one single cent ... in 
fact we have to pay all our own 
expenses . . . we get our room 
and meals and instructions at 
the expense of the government 
but all other expenses are borne 
by us ... others in the Air serv- 
ice. Army or Navy, get $75 per 
month while in training, togeth- 
er with their clothes, etc. . . . 
why shouldn't we? We are men 
in service, serving a definite pur- 
pose which is recognized by the 
Army Air corps ... yel, we get no 
consideration whatever in the 
form of pay . . . if others are 
paid why shouldn't we get paid?

The local aeronautics school 


operates an elementary, second- 
ary and cross-country school as 
well as an instructors' course. 


The school is equipped with 


more tlian 20 planes. The men 
live in a large remodeled farm 
house. Their meals are under 
the supervision of a dietician, 
Miss Vera Rciss, and are design- 
ed to give each man 20 per cent 
proteins, 20 p«r cent carbohy- 
drates and 60 per cent protective 
foods. Each meal is prepared 
to be well balanced. Twelve to 
seventeen instructors direct the 
ichi-ol under Richard Bircher, 
manager. The government pays 


$12.50 per week for board and 
room for each man. 


Upon the completion of the 


course a cadob is qualified for a ' 
commercial certificate and in- 
structor's rating . . . and this 
after 240 hours of ground school 
classes and drills at Gettysburg 
college and 160 hours of flying.

The cadets admit that they 


chose this branch of service with 
a full knowledge of the set-up, 
but they maintain that they are 
entitled to some remuneration 
so long as others are receiving 
some compensation.
